The beginning of a new concerí season in 
Dublin is now in near view. Next Saturday 
the Dublin Philharmonic Society will hold 
its first concert, of the season, and on 
the following Saturday the “' International 
Celebrity ” series of concerts begins. In both 
cases the concerts are being held at the 
‘Theatre Royal. The Royal Dublin Society's 
arrangements for the season are not yet 
public, but there is no reason for expecting 
a break from the annual scheme of chamber 
music recitals, which have been provided 
for members for a longer period than most 
of them can remember. 

A series of symphony concerts. under the 
auspices of the Dublin Broadcasting Station, 
has been arranged again for thais season—in 
fact, it has commenced, the first concert in 
the series having taken place a fortnight 
ago—but the performances take place in the 
Station studio, and are to be heard only 
hv wireless listeners. The Stations Satur 
day night operatic performances also are 
being continued. Gounod’s “ Faust’’ was 
aone on October 4th. Unfortunately the 
orchestra emploved in these operatic perform- 
ances is not a complete one. 

The Carl Rosa Opera Company is expected 
for a season at the Gaiety Theatre, and there 
will be some amateur operatic productions. 
The prospects of a League of Opera season 
under Sir Thomas Beecham’s -cuidance have 


vanished. and Dublin. has not been led to | 


expect a visit from the Covent Garden 
Opera Syniicate’s touring company. Some 
of the city’s musical enthusiasts. however, 
ought to try to persuade the Syndicate that 
Dublin is hkely to appreciate the company 
no less heartily than other towns.

Science and Poetry. 


The announcement that the Cambridge 
University Press is about to publish the 
of Sir William 
Hamilton, the inventor of quaternions, 
reminds me that this eminent mathe- 
matician wrote also a great deal of poetry 
and corresponded with Wordsworth, Cole- 
ridge and Southey on the subject. 
Hamilton distinguished himself by his 
poetical compositions at an early age, and 
won in his first vear at College (described 
by his biographer as one of unprecedented 
success) the Chancellor’s prize for a poem 
on the Tonian Isles. He also won a 
second Chancellor’s prize for another 
poem, ‘‘ Eustace de St. Pierre.” the hero 
im the famous siege of Calais by Edward 
II. This prize composition, which runs 
to over 400 lines in length, is given in 
R. P. Graves’s Life of Hamilton. The 
earlier ‘On the Ionian Isles,’’ is 
excluded on the grounds of want of space 
by the biographer, though he gives 
numerous other poetical pieces by the 
great philosopher, who found recreation 
from mathematical studies in 
these exercises of a lighter vein.

been completed at the Co-operative Stained 
Glass Works (An Tur Gloine), Upper Pem- 
broke street, Dublin. The window, which 
was ordered by Lady Everard, was designed 
by Miss S. H. Purser, R.H.A., and executed 
by Miss O'Brien. and design and workman- 
ship bear the hall-mark which characterises 
all the work of these artists. 

The window is, over all, approximately 
seven feet by four, comprising two lights 
and tracery.

I wonder how many lovers of the works 
of Tennyson realise how coldly—indeed, 
indifferently—his poetry was at first re- 
garded by the fraternity of critics. It is 
exactly a century ago since Tennyson 
published that small volume entitled, 
“Poems Chiefly Lyrical,’’ which, by 
virtually the entire company of reviewers, 
was ignored. Indeed, of the small number 
of people who gave the poems serious con- 
sideration very few saw in them any 
promise of future greatness. Among those 
who discerned their merit were Leigh 
Hunt, always a helpful friend of young 
and unknown writers, and Arthur Hallam, 
Tennyson’s greatest personal friend in 
after life, and the subject of “In 
Memoriam.”” .A writer in Blackwood’s 
Magazine was in no way timid about 
damning the book decisively. To him the 
poems were ‘‘ costliest gingerbread, white 
with sugar, and begemmed with comfits— 
none splash it on like the trowel-men who 
have been belauding Mr. Tennyson. He 
seems as absurd as an image in a tea 


garden.

Even more vigorous and denunciatory 
was the judgment passed by a reviewer 
in the Quarterly Reriew on William 
Cobbett, who, in subsequent years, was 
pronounced even by his most uncompro- 
mising opponents to be a master of 
‘‘sledge-hammer English,” His ‘‘ Rural 
Rides’’ first appeared in book form in 
1830, and, as the years passed by, came 
to be regarded as an intimate and faithful 
presentment of the joys and recreations 
which country life afforded. Yet the 
Quarterly reviewer, with a savagery 
paralleled only by that which he exhibited 
towards Keats some years earlier, ful- 
minated in the following fashion: “It is 
horrible to know that we are living in the 
same place with even one human being so 
capable, so avowedly and so exultinglv 
capable, of every brutality that could 
degrade the name of man.”

Even that most  unerring 
of weather prophets, the portly giant 
tortoise. was, for once in his life, baffled— 
and that to a most ignominious extent 
by the truculenée of its twists and turns. 
It was on Friday, the 19th of September, 
that the elephant tortoise made the 
mistake of its life. Having stayed at 
home till luncheon time, it then slipped 
out unnoticed and went for a stroll in the 
grounds ; but a heavy pelt of rain came on, 
and the tortoise was caught napping. When 
next found it was sheltering under the 
verandah at the back of the Haughton 
House, and, though the rain was now over, 
it showed so strong a determination to take 
no further risks that gentle force had to 
be emploved. With some trouble the 
ponderous creature was placed in a large 
wheel-barrow and so trundled home to the 
Monkey House, where its adventures ended 
amid a storm of acclamation, which it is 
reported to have taken quite solemnly. 

The animal collection continues to be 
enriched with a number of gratifying gifts 
from the Society's members, and from 
kindred institutions and friends. Among 
recent additions must be noticed the pretty 
flying squirrel, from Burmah, presented 
by Mr. H. Beresford Barrett, and belong- 
ing to a species that has not previously 
been seen in the Gardens. It inhabits the 
Monkey House, being a lover of warmth, 
and for the present seems inclined to pass 
more of its time in sleep than in exhibiting 
its flying powers These, it may be said, 
are due to an extension of skin-membrane 
stretching as a flap from the fore to the 
hind legs, and presenting, when the 
animal springs from one tree to another, 
a very considerable extent of surface to 
the air. Thus, while the squirrel is not, 
like a bat, a truly flying mammal, it can 
maintain itself in the air for a remarkable 
distance, though it probably cannot alter 
its course when in motion. In the matter 
of diet it is, for a rodent, distinctly 
fastidious, but admits a weakness for 
bananas and grapes.

He proposes that the 
Corporation, before knocking down the 
insanitary houses, shall acquire about 
114 acres of virgin land on which new

PUBLIC BATHS AND WASHHOUSES. 


As none of the new houses will have 
baths, the architect has set aside a site on 
which publis baths and wash-houses could 
be erected, “and }.c has provided a space 
for the ereétion of a new school to take 
the place of the existing national school 
in Trimbaths lane, which will be de- 
molished. Space for playgrounds has also 
been provided. The City Manager (Mr. 
p. Monaghan), in his report, stated that 
the scheme would involve capital amount 
ing to £240,000. It is proposed to build 
554 houses, and the net cost of every house 
will be £375, provided that the present 
Government grant of £60 per house con- 
tinues throughout the period of construc- 
tion, which witl be at least six years, and 
probably ten. He calculates the economic 
rent at 10s. Cd. per week, but, on the 
assumption that it will not be possible to 
secure from the prospective tenants a 
higher rent than 7s. 6d. per week, the 
scheme will cost the city £4,600 per annum 
for the next forty years. 

If the cost of every house could he 
reduced to £310. and if the £60 Govern- 
ment grant were still available, the cost 
to the city, letting the houses at 7s, 6d. 
apiece, would be £600 yearly. One objec- 
tion to the scheme, says Mr, Monahan, is 
that it would absorb any capital that the 
Counci! could raise during the next few 
years. There are many other matters 
involved, and the Corporation, in order to 
be guided in any decision, is to ascertain 
the views of the Local Government 
Department on the whole scheme. 


CULTIVATING THE CIVIC SPIRIT, 


A reply by the City Manager for Cork 
to a motion by a councillor asking for a 
movement for a cleaner Cork reveals a sad 
state of affairs. He states: “ The general 
standard of cleanliness in our community 
is very low, and to raise it will be the 
labour of years, Notices (appealing for 
co-operation in an anti-litter campaign) 
serve little or no useful purpose. School- 
children are allowed to throw portions of 
their lunch and most of the wrapping 
about the school grounds and the adjoin- 
ing streets. Children who are not 
corrected for such conduct inevitably 
become men who throw papers and 
cigarette packages about the city.” He 
adds that most of the work for a clean 
Cork must be done in the schools. 

His criticism of the city schools is 
frank when he says that it is almost 
hopeless to expect children frequenting 
some of the schools to have much sense of 
cleanliness. Few schools, he says, are 
furnished with door mats: in some 
windows are rarely cleaned, and the 
interior decoration of many receives little 
attention. While in Dublin receptacles 


for waste paper are placed on street lamp- | 
posts, Cork lags behind in this respect, | 
and. in their absence, people are forced to 


throw empty packages into the street, It 
is hardly fair to blame without first pro- 
viding the remedy for this nuisance. 


DEPARTMENT AND HOUSE BUILDING. 


The Department of Local Government, 
in a letter to the Cork Corporation, has 
pointed out that the tender of Messrs. 
Meagher and Hayes at £77,901 14s., which 
the Corporation accepted for the erection 
of 155 houses, is considered to be too 
high, it being at the rate of £502 lls.

On inquiry at some Civic Guard 
barracks it was found that they had no 
orders, and said ‘‘shoot away!’’ while at 
other barracks it was declared that the shoot- 
ing of partridge was illegal. Then some 
persons got permits to shoot. Was this fair, 
or was it sportsman-like? These men have

MEETING AT CARRIGALLEN.

He mentioned that a speeding-up in the 
vesting of land had been accomplished by 
Mr. Roddy, Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Lands Department, in a manner never before 
approached. Much still remained to be done 
for the people of this country. 

Having dealt with the question of the land 
annuities, General MacKoin warned the 
people to have nothing to do with the ‘‘ wild 
cat '’ schemes of their opponents. 

Mr. J. N. Dolan, T.D., said that it was 
only hy working hard and by being united 
that they could achieve the goal they all 
desired. He urged them to guard the freedom 
secured by Griffith and Collins, and to settle 
down to get solid work done.

MR. DE VALERA IN ENNIS. 


Speaking in Ennis yesterday, Mr. de Valera

The Most Rev. Dr. D'Arcy, Primate of All 
Ireland, opened the new headquarters of the 
Girls’ Friendly Society in Ireland, The Oak 
House, 34 St. Stephen's Green, Dublin, on 
Saturday afternoon. 

To celebrate the fiftieth year of the 
Society’s existence in Ireland, a fund known 
as á House Fund, was opened in 
1927, with the object now realised of pro- 
curing suitable premises for the Society. in 
June, 1927, about £1,700 had been collected, 
and when the fund had increased to £4,000, 
the residence, 34 St. Stephen's Green, was 
purchased, and was altered and equipped i) 
meet the requirements of the Society, and 
serve as a resideniial club premises.. Tho 
stable quarters base been turned into an 
annexe, in which are chapel, a study room, 
rest room, dormitory, and small bedrooms. 

There is accommodation for twenty-eight, 
in addition to the staff. The Oak House 
was formerly the residence of the La Tonche 
family, one of whose members was respon- 
sible for the original foundation of the 
Society at 28 Merrion square.

It was fitting that thanks 
should be expressed to those who had helped 
to bring about so good and so beautiful 
results, It would not be possible to name all 
who had contributed, but she would like to 
mention Mr. Alfred Miller, whose idea it was 
to make the old stable into the beautiful 
annexe which now stood in its place, and 
without whose advice and help the great 
things that had come to pasa could not have 
been accomplished. They were indebted to 
the architect, Mr. Gerald Miller, and to 
Messrs. Sibthorpe, Carruth, Hosford and 
Barrett for good work done.

SURVEYOR'S STATEMENT. 

The men employed in concreting the public 
roads at Newcastle West, County Limerick, 
have gone on strike, the question involved 
being one of wages. t 

At the finance meeting of the County 
Council on Saturday, Mr. John McCormack, 
Chairman of the Council, presiding, a letter 
was read from the Clerk to the Town Com- 
missioners complaining of the great incon- 
venience caused by the fact that the roads

The County Surveyor said that the men 
struck for an increase of wages, and would 
not take a penny less than 35s. a week.

The men offered to go back 
to work at one-eighth of a penny per how 
increase, but only this was Government, money 
he would not allow them to get a half 
penny more than was allowed in the specifi 
cations, ramely, 3s. a week, as was paid 
for the same work in Abbeyfeale.’’

1 know refrained from shooting; others shot 
as usual. On inquiry at some Civic Guard 
barracks it was found that they had no 
orders, and said “ shoot away!’’ while at 
other barracks it was declared that the shoot- 
ing of partridge was illegal. Then some 
persons got permits to shoot. Was this fair, 
or was it sportsman-like?

IN LEITRIM. 
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MEETING AT CARRIGALLEN. 


Major-General Sean MacKoin, T.D., and 
Mr. J. N. Dolan, T.D., spoke at a large 
representative J gee meeting of the people of 
Carrigallen and adjoming parishes yesterday, 

General MacKEoin said that tms was the 
first occasion on which he had an oppor- 
tunity of meeting, and thanking, the people 
of Carrigallen personally for assisting in 
electing him to the Dail in the by-election of 
last year. Since the last by-election in that 
constituency the Government had floated the 
Third National Loan, so that people in this 
country might imvest money in it to provide 


money to start industries and help to put 


the country on its feet. But what had their 
opponents done’ The leader, and his second 
lieutenant, went up and down the country 
telling the people not to subscribe to it— 
that the countrv was then on the verge of 
bankruptcy. The Loan was a great success, 
and the money needed was subscribed to 
help to put the country on its feet. 

He mentioned that a speeding-up in the 
vesting of land had been accomplished by 
Mr. Roddy, Parliamentary Secretary of the 
Lands Department, in a manner never before 
approached. Much still remained to be done 
for the people of this country. 

Having dealt with the question of the land 
annuities, General MacKoin warned the 
people to have nothing to do with the “wild 
cat ” schemes of their opponents. 

Mr. J. N. Dolan, T.D., said that it was 
only hy working hard and by being united 
that they could achieve the ‘goal they all 
desired. He urged them to guard the freedom 
secured by Griffith and Collins, and to settle 
down to get solid work done.

FIANNA FAIL MEETINGS.

Molony, Honorary 
Secretary. of the Congress, say :— it has 
always been the policy of this frm to refrain 
from subscribing towards either religious or 
political objects of any cha”cter, but, having 
regard to what you tell us, our board has 
decided to accept the view which you state 
that President Corgrave has adopted—viz., 
thas the Congress should be regarded as a 
national event of the highest importance, 
and, accordingly, we are prepared to make a 
donation of £250 towards the expenses that 
will be necessarily incurred in the carrying 
of it out.” 

Other substantial subscribtions recently 
received or promised are:—£500 each from 
the Great Northern and Great Southern Hail- 
way Companies, and £105 from Messrs. 
Arnott and Co., Lid., Henry street. 

The subscription list will be published in 
full in due course. 


SHARING THE BENEFITS. 

While the Eucharistic Congress of 1932 will 
be held in Dublin it would be wrong to 
assume that the towns in the Irish provinces 
will be exempted on that score from responsi- 
bility for its success or failure, or that its 
benefits will not be felt equally in every 
part of the country.

NEW DUBLIN PREMISES 
OPENED, 
ee 


The Most Rev. Dr. D'Arcy, Primate of All 
Ireland, opened the new headquarters of the 
Girls’ Friendly Society in Ireland, The Oak 
House, 34 St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, on 
Saturday afternoon. 

To celebrate the fiftieth year of the 
Society’s existence in Ireland, a fund known 
as The Oak Hause Fund, was opened in 
1927, with the object now. realised of pro- 
curing suitable premises for the Society. in 
June, 1927, about £1,700 had been collected, 
and when the fund had increased to £4,000, 
the residence, 344 St. Stevhen’s Green, was 
purchased, and was altered and equipped ut) 
meet the requirements of the Society, and 
serve as a resideniial club premises. Ths 
stable quarters base been turned into an 
annexe, in which are chapel, a study room, 
rest room, dormitory, and small bedrooms. 

There is accommodation for twenty-eight, 
in addition to the staff. The Oak House 
was formerly the residence of the La Tonche 
family, one of whose members was respon- 
sible for the original foundation of the 
Society at 28 Merrion square. 

THE OPENING CEREMONY. 

Preceding the formal opening of the new 
premises there was a procession of members 
of the Society wearisg the Society colours, 
There was a large attendance at the cere- 
mony. 

Tne Irish President, the Hon. Georgina 
Dillion, said that the opening of the Society's 
new headquarters marked the fulfilment of 
their jubilee effort, for which many had 
worked so hard. It was fitting that thanks 
should be expressed to those who had helped 
to bring about so good and so beautiful 
results, It would not be possible to name all 
who had contributed, but she would like to 
mention Mr. Alfred Miller, whose idea it was 
to make the old stable into the beautiful 
annexe which now stood: in its place, and 
without whose advice and help the great 
things that had come to pasa could not have 
been accomplished. They were indebted to 
the architect, Mr. Gerald Miller, and to 
Messrs. Sibthorpe, Carruth, Hosford and 
Barrett for good work done. They should 
also thank the trustees for the Oak House 
Fund, Mr. G. W. Shannon and Mr. A. Sib- 
thorpe, and all who had helped so heartily 
and generously. 

They would like to remind everyone that 
there was still need for financial help, and 
they hoped that those who could would 
endeavour to enable them to reduce the over- 
draft, remembering that ' he gives twice who 
gives quickly.”’ 

THE PRIMATE. 

The Primate, before formally opening 
and blessing the premises, congratulated the 
associates and members of the Society on the 
splendid work that had been achieved. As a 
centre for the Society 's activities throughont 
the country there had been secured 
in the City of Dublin one of 
its most beautiful houses. No more perfect 
or more central headquarters could have been 
obtained. That result came from devoted 
effort and real determmation. 

“For myself,” said His Grace, “I have 
an immense belief in the Society. I have seen 
the wonderful things it has done, especially 
during the terrible period of war, not only 
for the girls, but for the whole community. 
L know the work that its members are doing 
day by day over our land, and the enthusiasm 
that 1s thrown into it. I congratulate you 
and trust that a great blessing may rest 
upon this lodge, as the centre of the work of 
the Society.”

SURVEYOR’S STATEMENT. 
The men employed in concreting the public 
roads at Newcastle West, County Limerick, 
have gone on strike, the question involved 

being one of wages. t 

At the finance meeting of the County 
Council on Saturday, Mr. John MeCormack, 
Chairman of the Council, presiding, a letter 
was read from the Clerk to the Town Com- 
missioners complaining of the great incon- 
venience caused by the fact that the roads 
remained cut up, with consequential loss of 
trade and the danger of accidents occurring. 
The water and sewer pipes were protruding 
over the surfact of the roads. The men had 
caused a lightning strike. 

The County Surveyor 


' said that the men 
struck for an increase of wages, and would 
not take a penny less than 35s. a week. He 
learned that in addition to that lightning 
strike the strikers tried to get the workers at 
Knockaderry Quarry to cease stone-breaking. 
He (the Surveyor) ordered the removal of the 
machinerv, and had work commenced at 
tathkeale. 

‘When the Commissioners Saw this,’ 
added the County Surveyor, “there was a 
great hubbub. The men offered to go back 
to work at one-eighth of a penny per how 
imcrease, but only this was Government money 
he would not them to get a halt 
penny more than was allowed in the specif 
cations, ramely, Ws. a week, as was paid 
for the same work in Abbeyfeale.’’ 

Mr. Grender. Chairman of the Town Com- 
missioners, said that he had the strike 
settled, but for the Surveyor’s action. 

He complained that the step taken was 
high-handed, and that the (County Surveyor 
had not approached him, as County Councillor 
and Chairmen of the Town Commissioners. 

The County Surveyor said that if he got 
an written guarantee from the men that ther 
would continn® to work at 2s. a week he 
would have the work at Newcastle West 
recommended next week, but he should get 
the guarantee. 

Mr. Tobin, County Counellor, that.

Times. We learn from this article that 
the familiar “ Indian Civil examinations ” 
have continued in annual succession, un- 
broken by wars or rumours of wars, for 
three-quarters of a century. ‘There have 
been changes—in the age limits, in the 
standard of proficiency required, and in 
the manner of selection among candidates 
who have attained the necessary standard ;

"LONDON LETTER’ 


A NATION'S TRIBUTE,

Great crowds gathered in the streets of 
London yesterday to watch the passing 
of the most pathetic pageant of recent 
years, anci so impressed and touched was 
the gathei:ng that the silence, broken 
only by te movements of those in the 
cortége, was profound. At Trafalgar 
square the assembly was so large that the 
mounted police were unable without diffi- 
culty to clear a passage, but even then, 
in spite of the pressure, people main- 
tained a quiet and respectful attitude, 
The disaster to R 101 has touched the 
public mind more than anything that has 
happened for a long time, and when the 
long and doubled procession of Army 
wagons passed through the. midst of the 
countless thousands yesterday now and 
again there was a soft sound, like a great 
universal sigh, caused by the stress of 
emotion. It has been a sad week, and 
the general grief has been lightened only 
by the careful and loving organisation 
devoted to the completion of the national! 
tribute. The only mistake made in the 
ceremonies was the hoisting of the Union 
Jack to the top of its mast over the 
Houses of Parliament while the lying-in- 
state was taking place. As soon as atten 
tion was called to the fact the flag was 
removed ; for precedent forbids it to be 
flown at half-mast except in very special 
circumstances. In many of the London 
churches and places of worship tributes 
were paid to the victims this morning. 


The Premier's Health, 


It was noticed yesterday that Mr. 
Ramsay Macdonald, while taking part in 
yesterday’s solemn rites, looked rather 
pals and ill; and it is said in Government 
circles that he is tired cut completely by 
the work and sorrow of the past few days, 
and that he feels the death of his great 
friend, Lord Thomson, most acutely. In 
this connection it is related that he deeply 
appreciated the kindly feeling of Mr. 
Baldwin, who immediately visited Downing 
street, to offer his sympathy in person to 
the Prime Minister. Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
donald was sixty-four to-day. Spending 
the week’s end at Chequers, he fad his 
family with him for the occasion, together 
with Mr. and Mrs. Scullin and Mr. and 
Mrs. McGilligan. Several members of the 
imperial delegations also went down to 
Chequers for luncheon. It is said that 
Mr. Macdonald finds a few days’ rest at 
Chequers the best possible réetorative— 
except a stay at his home at La@ssiemouth. 


Liberal Finances. 


Great surprise was expressed in politica] 
circles yesterday at the appeal for funds 
issued by Lord Allendale, the Libera! 
Party’s treasurer; for it had been. sup 
posed that Mr. Lloyd George still exercised 
control over very large sums of money set 
aside for party purposes. It is stated 
explicitly that this belief is untrue, and 
that there is no longer a large, unex- 
hausted fund at the disposal of the Liberal 
leader. The plain fact is that the Liberal 
Party is in desperate need of funds, and 
is making the appeal so that the position 
may be stressed. The party funds are 
totally inadequate to meet the call likely 
to be made upon them, and no less a sum 
than a quarter of a million is needed for 
the assistance of candidates and for the 
carrying on of propaganda work. If these 
facts are correct, they tend to strengthen 
the conviction that the Liberals are anxious 
to avert a general election in the near 
future, since five hundred thousand pounds 
would be required to place a sufficient 
number of Liberal candidates in the field. 


London's Lord Mayor. 


The new Lord Mayor of London. has 
said that he intends to make “‘service”’ 
the keynote of his year of office, and im- 
portant matters connected with the 
Empire, the country and the City are 
certain to occupy his attention.

Smoking Not Allowed. 


The Air Ministry has been asked by 
Imperial Airways to grant permission for 
smoking in the nev, forty-seater air liners 
now being constructed for use on the routes 
Letween London, India and South Africa. 
It was said at the offices of Imperial Air- 
ways last night that up to the present 
smoking had been prohibited in British 
air liners. The company, however, has 
ordered a fleet of huge passenger aero- 
}!:nes, in which special fireproof 
smoking saloon to seat twenty people will 
be provided. There also will be a saloon 
in every machine with twenty seats for 
non-smokers, and between the two there 
will be a fully equipped cocktail bar. 
The first of these new machines is nearly 
complete, and . e permission to smoke s 
asked for its benefit. 


Naval Cadets. 


The present system whereby cadets 
enter the Royal Navy is being considered 
by an Admiralty Committee, and it is 
expected that certain alterations will ve 
recommended, though it is unlikely that 
iny revolutionary changes will be pro- 
posed. There is believed to be no 
foundation for a report that the Royal 
Naval College at Dartmouth will be 
closed, and if any amendment is made 
with regard to that establishment, it will 
relate to the age of admission. Dart- 
mouth cadets «iter the college at the age 
of fourteen, whereas officers joining the 
Navy by means of the public school entry 
arrive at the age of sixteen. In order 
that questions relating to length of 
service may be simplified, it is suggested 
that the difference between the ages of 
those entering by the two methods shal! 
be rearranged. 


Eggs from Rhodesia. 


Rhodesia is the latest of the many 
countries to enter the market for the 
supply of eggs to London. The first con- 
Signment has reached the Rhodesian 
Government. offices here, and a further 
supply, which will be distributed through 
the usual trade channels, will arrive 
within the. next few days. The initial 
consignment consists of three hundred 
and sixty cases, which have been sent in 
cold storage. Quite a large number of 


South African eggs pass through the Lon- 


don market, and it is considered probable 
thst those from Rhodesia will arrive in 
as good condition as those from the Cape. 


Income Tax. 


The machinery for collection of income 
tax will be overhauled, and considerable 
changes will be made with regard to the 
newly defined areas. Somerset House 
will remain the headquarters, but the 
service will be decentralised to some ex- 
tent by the setting up of larger areas. 
The scheme involves the discontinuance 
of what is known as the junior districts, 
and these units, which number about one 
hundred, either will be enlarged into main 
areas or will be merged in other districts. 
Industrial changes and movement. of 
population must be taken into considera- 
tion, so that the boundaries of the areas 
will be adjusted accordingly.

Afterwards came the Attachés of foreign 
Powers and the representatives of the Air 
Council, Army Council and Board of 
Admiralty.

ATTACKED IN NEW

Jack Diamond, the notorious New York 
gangster, who recently vainly sought 
asylum in Europe and was sent back by 
the German authorities, was shot and 
seriously wounded in a New York hotel 
to-day. He was immediately rushed to 
hospital. 

The mystery. surrounding the, shooting 
is so great that it promises to parallel 
the famous murder of Arnold Rothstein. 
With a guard of gunmen to. protect him 
after his return to the United States, 
Diamond had gone to stay at the Hotel 
Monticello. 

POLICE BAFFLED. 

As word of the shooting spread, excited 
crowds filled the entrance to the hospital 
to which the wounded man had been 
carried. 

Dozens of detectives rushed to the 
hotel, headed by some of the Police 
Department’s highest officers, and. worked 
feverishly to establish the definite facts of 
the affair. 

The surgeons state that they have been 
unable to operate because of the serious- 
ness of Diamond’s condition. He lies in 
the hospital in which Arnold-Rothstein 
died in November, 1928. He is wounded 
by five bullets in the right side, chest, 
scalp and left side. 

The police in their investigations have 
met with an insurmountable wall of 
secrecy as a result of ‘‘ gangdom’s code.”’ 


THE GANGLAND ‘“ CODE.” 

Gasping in agony in hospital, Diamond 
said that he was shot by three or four 
men, who burst into his room and opened 
fire as he sat, partly dressed, on the edge 
of the bed. He denied that. he knew 
them, and grinned despite his pain: 

He lapsed into silence when the officers 
suggested that he was aware why he had 
been shot. The police had: to be content 
with the knowledge that his assailants 
might. be sought anywhere among the 
thousands of New York’s ‘‘ underworld.”’ 

Diamond requested that his wife, who is 
living at his summer home at Acra, New 
York State, should be notified.

In a brief speech, he told them how very 
delighted he was to meet them, saying 
that it gave him great pleasure to meet 
all ex-Service men, and that they would 
all understand his feelings on coming into 
close touch with those with whom he had 
served in his particular branch of the 
service. He wished them all the best of 
good luck. 

“ You all show on your breasts,’’ he 
said, “ what you have done for your King 
and your country. I congratulate you on 
what you have done. I am quite certain 
your’ cotintry realises what splendid 
service you have rendered, and I wish you 
all a prosperous life.”’ 


IN THE ROUND ROOM. 


Lord Jellicoe then went to the Round 
Room, where he was given a most cordial 
reception by a packed hall. The room 
was filled in every part, both on floor and 
on gallery, and the entire company rose as 
he passed along to the platform to the 
strains of martial music supplied by the 
British Legion Band.

SIR JAMES MELVILLE’S 
ILL-HEALTH.

The Press Association states:—Suir 
James Melville, K.C., M.P., has resigned 
his office of Solicitor-General for reasons of 
ill-health. Sir James and Lady Melville 
are going abroad for some time. Sir James 
will resume his parliamentary duties and 
his practice at the Bar after Christmas, so 
that no question of a by-election arises. 

Sir James Melville, who.is a son of the 
late Chief-Inspector Melville, the famous 
Scotland Yard detective, became Solicitor- 
General on the formation of the second 
Labour Government in June last year. His 
appointment coincided with his entry into 
Parliament at the general election. He 
was knighted by the Prince of Wales on 
behalf of the King. He became a member 
of the Bar soon after his twenty-first birth- 
day, and “‘ took silk ” in 1927, when he 
was 42. Asa junior he attained one of the 
largest practices, and in recent years has 
taken part in many leading trials. He 
has been a member of the Labour Party for 
some years, and succeeded Mr. John 
Beckett as M.P. for Gateshead, Sir James 
was born in 1885. 

The salary attached to the office of 
Solicitor-General is £6,000, with fees in 
addition. The Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury stated in a parliamentary answer 
in May that, during the year ending March 
ólst last, Sir J. B, Melville drew as 
Solicitor-General £4,846 in salary and 
£3,625 in fees, a total of £8,471. In the 
previous year the Solicitor-General’s fees, 
in addition to salary, amounted to £8,239.

It is expected that Mr. Graham will 
indicate that the Government is prepared 
to explore every possible means of in- 
creasing inter-imperial trade, but it is not 
likely that at this stage he will make 
any definite reply to Mr. Bennett's specific 
proposal. 

The Government is anxious that the 
position of every industry should be 
examined on its merits in order to dis- 
cover ,for instance, what help the 
Dominions can give towards the revival of 
the iron and steel and coal industries in 
this country. 

Reports have been prepared for the use 
of the Imperial Conference on such 
matters as bulk purchase, the standardisa- 
tion of prices and import boards, but Mr. 
Bennett has already stated that the 
Canadian Government does not consider 
that the suggestions which have been 
placed before the Conference can be con- 
sidered as an alternative to a development 
of imperial preference. 

Mr. Forbes has also stated that New 
Zealand is opposed to any extension of 
State trading or of interference by the 
Government in commerce, such as a 
system of bulk purchase would presumably 
imply.

RUSSIA’S TWO FACES. 


GROWING DISCONTENT. 


us 
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The Times of to-day observes in a lead- 
ing article :'— 

An increasing number of Englishmen and 
Englishwomen are finding time to visit Russia 
in the endeavour to acquire some direct and 
personal impression of the working of the 
great Communist experiment. There is no sub- 
ject on which accurate knowledge is more 
desired by every student of social and political 
development, and, unfortunately, none of 
which a sound understanding—as distinct 
from casual impressions or isolated items of 
information—is more difficult to obtain. While 
the curiosity which takes so many tourists 
to Leningrad and Moscow is wholly commend- 
able, there can be very few of them who 
possess the equipment necessary to make thelr 
observations of any real value. Few of them 
know any Russian, few of them have any 
knowledge of the country under previous con- 
ditions to give them a standard of comparison, 
and few are able to break away from their 
official shepherds. They see only what these 
shepherds want them to see, meet only the 
people whom the officials want them to meet, 
and hear only those things it is thought good 
for thém to hear—all of which, of course, does 
not deter them from being convinced cn 
their return that they have really seen 
Russia, and know the true conditions of life 
there. 


A FEW EXCEPTIONS. 


Happily, there are exceptions, though few 
in number—men, who, speaking Kussian 
fluently, have been able to dispense with 
official guidance and surveillance, and to 
travel unostentatiously about the country 
eeing things with their own eyes and gather- 
ing information from people of all classes 
whom thty met, and who, from previous 
familiarity with Russia and with the Russian 
character, have been better able to interpret 
what they saw and heard. One such traveller 
recently returned, has set out—in a s#ries 
of articles of which the first is printed to- 
day— the impressions he gathered during 
his visit. 

While they make no pretence to be an 
exhaustive analysis of the present state of 
Russia, his accounts do help one to realise 
th conditions of everday life under the Soviet 
regime, and they confirm the conclusions 
drawn jn the more recent authortative studies 
spondert more than anything else was the 
contrast between tire smal) ruling class with 
whom alone the ordinary tourist comes into 
contact and the remaining 90 per cent, or 
more of the population. He bears witness 
to the zeal and energy of the active Com- 
munists who, though a tiny majority in the 
country, exercise an absolute control over 
every kind of activity, political, economic, 
social, hterary and artistic, and through the 
terrorism practised by the political police, 
the dreaded O.G4.P.U. keep every other sec- 
tion of the ronrlatien m o state of cowed 
subjection. He described them as animated 
hy a '' religious jervour and optimism’’ akin 
to that of the Fascisis or of the Salvation 
Army. Hhey are eager, he says, to hasten 
the complete socialisation of Russia, and 
firmly believe in the inevitability of a world 
revolution .and of war between the capitalist 
countries and the Soviet Republics. 

But in spite of their faith and their pe 
sistent and intense propaganda and in spite ot 
the success which they have undoubtedly 
achieved in some directions, the rulers have 
not succeeded in impressing the ruled with 
their own optimism. Behind the facade which 
touring parties to Leningrad and Moscow 
are invited to contemplate and to admire 
he is impressed by, the discontent steadily 
growing in intensity prevalent in all parts 
of the Soviet Union. As to the future our 
correspondent, adds The Times, like all who 
know Russia, declines to prophesy. Deep as 
is the prevailing discontent, it is not, he 
thinks, likely to lead to the overthrow of 
the party and the system which have Russia 
in their grip. The utmost that he thinks 
likely to happen is that the right wing of 
the party may gain strength and insist upon 
following a slower and more cautious policy 
in the collectivisation of agriculture and the 
suppression of private trading. As regards 
relations with foreign countries, he believes 
that. for. the present the Soviet Government 
really desires peace,.and that the war scares 
it engineers through its Press and the hatred 
it preaches of foreign countries are chiefly 
designed-to rally national sentiment to the 
Communist. cause.

When compared with those oí August, 
1929, the Irish Free State trade statistics 
for last August, now issued by the 
Department of Industry and Commerce, 
show a further decline in the adverse 
trade balance of £221,455. The actual 
adverse balance for the month of August 
alone was £280,124. 

For the twelve-month period September, 
1929, to August, 1930, the adverse trade 
balance shows a decline of £3,812,636, 
when compared with the figures for the 
corresponding 1928-1929, and a decline of 
£8,186,865 as compared with the figures 
for the 1925-1926 period.

IMPORT AND EXPORT VALUES. 
The Free State’s total imports for 
August last were valued at £4,296,443, as 
compared with £4,967,890 for August, 
1929; while the exports and re-exports 
were valued at £4,016,319 compared with 
£4,466,311 for August, 1929. 

Imports from Great Britain totalled 
£2,890,690, or £405,502 less than in 
August of last year. Imports from 
Northern Ireland declined by £11,261, 
from £510,748 in August, 1929, to 
£499,487 in August, 1930. The imports 
from all other countries also show a 
decrease of £254,684 from £1,160,950 in 
August, 1929, to £906,266 in August, 
1930. The total decline in the value of 
Free State imports amounted to £671,447 
when compared with the figures for the 
corresponding month last year. 


EXPORTS AND RE-EXPORTS. 
The export and re-export figures also 
show a decrease for August, 1930, as com- 
pared with August, 1929, of £449,992. 
The total exports and re-exports to all 
countries in August, 1930, amounted to 
£4,016,319, as compared with £4,466,511 
in August, 1929. 
Exports and re-exports to Great Britain, 
valued at £35,468,559, decreased by 
£180,965, as compared with £5,649,524 in 
August of last year. To Northern Ireland 
exports and re-exports combined amounted 
to £433,053 this year. as compared with 
£415,650 in August, 1929, an increase of 
£17,403. Exports and re-exports to all 
other countries declined by no less than 
£186,430—from £401,337 in August, 1929, 
to £214,907 in August of this year. 
Thus, while the total imports from all 
countries, exclusive of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, for the month of August 
this year amounted to £906,266, the total 
exports and re-exports were valued only 
at £214,907, leaving an adverse trade 
balance of £691,559 for the month of 
August. For the month under review the 
trade balance with Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland was in the Free State’s 
favour to the extent of £411,235.

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FEATURES IN THE FIGURES. 

An outstanding feature of the detailed 
ficures for countries other than Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland is the in- 
erease in the exports to the United States 
of America. For the eight months ended 
August, 1930, the exports to that country 
amounted to £1,062,784, as compared with 
£537,889 for the corresponding eight 
months of 1929. For the single month of 
August, however, the value of the exports 
was only £39,519, as compared with 
£82,696 for August, 1929. For the eight 
months imports from the United States 
decreased from £3,229,472 in 1929 to 
£2,711,016. 

Imports from Argentina decreased bv 
more than a million pounds, while exports 
‘to that country tnereased from £15,197 to 
£107,007. Canadian imports are down by 
nearly £20,000. but exporis to Canada in 
creased from £62,220 to £119,947. The 
trade with some of the leading foreign 
countries may be of especial significance 
at the moment when imperial preference 
is under discussion.

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SOME INTERESTING IMPORTS. 

During the eight months cattle, horses 
and other animals to the value of 
£1.101,087 were imported, as ‘compared 
with £1,143,768 for the corresponding 
period of 1929. The import of bacon and 
hams increased in value from £1,082,345 
for January-August, 1929, to £1,188,256 
for the eorresponding eight months of this 
vear. Imported fish increased from 
£117,063 to £128,670. but the value of the 
butter imported fell from £315,371 to 
£198,826. The import of eggs in shell 
declined from £16,258 to £4,556, and eggs 
not in shell from £26,494 to £23,938. 

There was a decrease in the value of al! 
cereals imported during the first eight 
months of this vear, as compared with the 
same period of 1929, with the exception of 
wheaten flour, oats and malt. The same 
tendency was also marked in feeding stuffs 
for animals, There was a marked decrease 
in the value of fruits and vegetables 
imported during the period, with the 
exception of tomatoes, which increased 
from £75,748 to £93,895. An increase in 
the value of bakers’ bread and buns im- 
ported is somewhat unexpected; the 
figures are £156.487 as against £150,300 
in the corresponding period of 1929. 

MORE BOOTS IMPORTED. 

Unmanufactured tobacco shows a com- 
siderable increase in value, mainly un- 
stemmed, which rose in value from 
£241,872 in 1929 to £347,750 for the 
January-August period of 1930. 

The importation of motor tractor parts 
practically ceased in August, but for th» 
eight months of 1930 they were valued at 
£806,278, as compared with £451,570 for 
the corresponding period of 1929. 

The volume and value of the boots and 
shoes imported continue to increase. For 
the eight months of this year 310,666 
dozen pairs were imported, as compared 
with 277,853 dozen pairs last year, th 
value being £1,136,881 this vear ae against 
£1,124.034 i: 1929. The tubes and covers 
for cycle and motor tyres increased 
steadily in value imported. 

THE EXPORTS.

whether to stay below the clouds or climb 
above them. We stuck it below as long as 
we could. When we first attempted to climb 
the clouds: we went up seven thousand feet. 
but we came down again to three. thousand 
feet, because the temperature fell and I was 
afraid of ice forming on the wings. We were 
flying blind at the time, Lieutenant Connor 
could not take observations, and we were 
doing most of our flying by dead-reckoning. 

‘« “After five hours we climbed to about 
five thousand ‘feet. After that we flew along 
ontil the dawn, and it was the wildest- 
looking dawn 1 have ever seen in my life. 
It was just as if someone was. shovelling 
coals on toa fire, and the sun looked as if 
it was red-hot. Lieutenant Connor found 
his position all right, but we were. being 
driven down to the South by northern storms 
and probably four hundred miles south of 
our course. 

A PETROL TANK FAILS. 

Our rear tank in the Columbia was not 
functioning properly. It contained about one 
hundred lens: Altogether we carried four 
hundred and twenty gallons, but, as this 
tank was not functioning, we were one 
hundred gallons short. 

“We - oinaad the faulty tank into the 
sea. just before we landed at Tresco. We 
had discovered the difficulty some five hours 
previously, and it was a very anxious time, I 
can tell you. We had practically no petrol 
left. There was a wind blowing at a speed 
of about fifty or sixty miles an hour. The 
tide was in, and the space on the beach 
on which we landed was only a few yards 
wide. We had been flying for about twenty- 
three and a half hours then.” 

Asked. as,.to..fature.plans Captain Boyd 
said that he did not know what he was 
going to do now. “TI do not think we shall 
fly back this time,” he said. laughingly. 
“We. have had enough for the time being.”’ 


VESSEL'S. £1,000,000 
CARGO, 


SHIPPED FROM PERSIA AS 


ES. 

The crew of the ship which brought 
Persian art treasures to London on Satur- 
day thought that the cargo consisted of 
dates. 

An officer of the vessel, the Baharistan, 
which is berthed at Bellamy’s Wharf, 
Rotherhithe, London, stated yesterday: 
“ Not one of the crew of forty-seven knew 
that the vessel carried any cargo other 
than tons of dates. Even the officers on 
board did not realise the true value of 
these Persian art treasures—over a million 
pounds. There was good reason for the 
secrecy; for, if the marauding bands of 
pirates off the Arabian coast had got wind 
of our cargo, there would have been 
trouble. 

“The treasure came originally from 
Teheran, and so great was the owner s fear 
that it would be looted by brigands that 
he had the precious casés taken by aero- 
plane to Abadan, where they were shipped 
on board by an armed guard of soldiers 
and police under the direct supervision of 
the Government officials of the port. 

‘* As goon as the vessel docked yester- 
day two officers of the special branch of 
Seotland Yard, and two officials of the 
Royal Academy boarded and: took charge 
of the secret cargo. Two. police officers 
will guard the treasure day and night until 
Tuesday, when it will be removed to the 
vaults of the Royal Academy. 

The treasures include the Crown of a 
Shah of Persia, jewel-stndded weapons 
and ornaments, a set of silver vessels said 
to have been owned by Abbasid Caliph 
Haroun Al-Raschid “of Baghdad, who 
figures in the “ Arabian Nights,” and a 
number of gold andsilver-woven carpets.

It was the tribute paid by 
valour to undying principles, and, there- 
fore, it is that we are loyal to the British 
Legion, of which you are the distinguished 
and honoured President, with a great and 
enduring loyalty. We are loyal to it above 
all, because it perpetuates the magnificent 
comradeship of war, in that it enshrines 
mary sad but glorious memories, and that 
it ever holds in true, tender and reverent 
regard the sublime sacrifices of our im- 
mortal dead.

THE ONE HOPE. 

“The one hope that these conditions 
of the Irish ex-Service men shall be 
alleviated, and that distress among widows 
and orphans shall be relieved, is through 
the effective organisation and co-operation 
of all branches of the British Legion. The 
houses that have been built by the Irish 
Sailors’ and Soldiers’ Land Trust are 
admirable of their kind, and have pro- 
vided happy homes for a limited number 
of ex-Service men. They have, however, 
left a huge number still unprovided for, 
who are condemned to live in slum con- 
ditions in one or two-roomed tenements, 
which are inimical to the public health 
and social well-being. 

““ We believe that the visit of your 
lordship will stimulate interest in all 
these matters, and will help powerfully to 
direct attention to the neglect, apathy, 
and indifference that prevails generally in 
Ireland towards the unhappy lot of the 
Irish ex-Service men. Your visit also, we 
are sure, will help to knit together in 
closer comradeship and in more fervent 
loyalty, all Irish ex-Service men under 
the banner of the British Legion. 


THE WOMEN’S SECTION. 

“ We desire in passing to pay wenerous 
tribute to the work of the Women’s 
Section of the Legion in the Irish Free 
State area. It is unselfish, generous, and 
most unsparingly given, and many a 
family owe such r comforts as they 
possess to the Jabours of the kindly and 
sympathetic ladies who constitute this 
section. 

‘*In other spheres of activity, the work 
of the Irish Free State area of the British 
Legion is more fruitful. Our pilgrimage to 
the battlefields has now become firmly assured 
of success as an annual jnstitution. The 
absolute faith of the Irish ex-Service men in 
the British Legion, as the only organisation 
which protects their interests and seeks their 
welfare, is exemplified by an increase in the 
number of branches, as well as a growing in- 
dividual membership. In other directions we 
are seeking to be helpful by the establish- 
ment of co-operative sources of employ- 
ment, and by the organisation of fetes and 
similar means of revenue. 

CAUSE OF WORLD PEACE. 

“ Finally, our interest in the cause of 
world peace continnes unabated. Recceis- 
ing, as we do, all the horrers and Suffeiings 
of war, we give our steadfast support to the 
League of Nations and all other legitimate 
and proper movements for promoting world 
peace; and in this connection we wish to 
emphasise the friendly and correct attitude 
of the Government of the Irish Free State. 

‘““In conclusion, we beg to say that we feel 
certain we shall have the active sympathy 
and assistance of your lordship and of all the 
branches of the British Legion over which 
you are the disinterested, distinguished ani 
indefatigabie Presicdient, in our endeavour to 
improve conditions for the Irish ex-Service 
men of every grade and rank, and we prtav 
that you may long be spared to continue your 
noble work iu the causes of peace and com- 
radeship and steadfast faith, which are so 
consistently championed by the British Legion. 
Once again we extend to you the most!

EARL JELLICOE's REPLY. 

Earl Jellicoe, rising to reply, was received 
with loud and continued applause. He 
thanked the Chairman and his comrades of 
the Legion for the very warm welcome which 
had heen extended to lim that day, and 
also the Legion Troop. of Boy Scouts who had 
formed a guard of honour at the entrance to 
the Mansion House 

Mention had been made in the address. 
continued Earl Jellicoe, of his services in the 
war, and of the fact that he was President 
of the British Legion, and he felt that it was 
the duty and pleasure of all those who had 
the honour of leading their soldiers or sailors 
during the war to do everything possible for 
thern now thaí, the war was over.

AIMS OF THE LFGION. 

The Chairman had mentioned that the 
British Legion existed to perpetuate comrade 
ship of the war, to do honour to those who 
had paid the supreme sacrifice during the 
war, and to do all that was possible to 
alleviate the suffering of, and give relief to. 
those who had suffered as the result of the 
war. To put it briefly, the aims of the 
British Legion were te give “honour to the 
dead and service to the living. They did their 
best to pay that honour to the dead every 
llth of November by asking everybody to 
wear a poppy in honour of those who gave 
their lives for their country in the war, and 
they tried to see to it that the widows and 
orphans of those whe died did not suffer as 
a result of their losses. They tried to give 
relief to the living who needed it, and for 
that purpose the Legion needed strength. 
The greater’ its -.atrength, the greater 
the possibility of carrying out the aims of 
the. Legion, Part. oftheir duty was to im- 
press upon Government 
that came imio power. its duty to the ex- 
Service community. (Applause.) Govern. 
ments came and went, but, the Legion worked 
on for ever, impressing on each successive 
Government what was needed in justice to 
the ex-Service community: 

RELIEF OF SUFFERING. 

A great deal had been done as a result of 
the Legion's efforts, but they had not got 
all they asked for, wor all that they con. 
sidered’ justice demanded: The Legion ¢on- 
tinued its work undaunted, however, and had 
got a great deal in the way of concessions 
from successive Governments.  (Applause.) 
Apart from its work in connection with the 
Government, the Legion, with the aid of 
money collected from a generous public on 
every Remembrance Day, did what i 


alter Government. 


could to relieve. the sufferirgs amongst 


the ex-Service community. It was only 
too true that the suffering amongst tha" 
community was, perhaps, greater vow then 
ever before, and obviously, therefore, what 
was needed in order to alle riate that suffer- 
ing were wider and wider responses to their 
appeal on Pappy Day. Thanks to. the 
thousands of voluntary workers throughout 
the country, on each successive Poppy. Day 
they had eclipsed the previous total on each 
successive year. 

Last year the total reached just under 
£600,000, while in 1921 the total was 
£140,000. But even the £600,000 last year 
had proved insufficient to satisfy all the press: 
ing needs of the ex-Service community, 
and he appealed to the generous public to do 
more than they ever had done before in we 
ing the British ion to carry out this work, 
He ho that that appeal would carry 
throughout the country and throughout. the 
Empire. His appeai would be immensely 
strengthened if he could say that the British 
Legion comprised practically every ex-Service 
man jin the country. It was, unfortunately, 
a fact that there was a large number of ex- 
Service officers and men still outside the 
Legion’s ranks, Forgetiulness of the com- 
ne acrÓn exigting during the war was one 
reason gíven for abstention, and that íorget 
fulness could not be excused. Men who 
fought and suffered together should carry 
their coynradeship into peace tune, and heip 
their comrades who were out to alleviate the 
suffering of the ex-Service community. 


THE RECENT INQUIRY. 

The unselfishness of the Legion was shown 
by the fact that something like 90 per cent. 
of the relief administered went to men out- 
side its ranks.- That, really, was a reproach 
to those who were outside the. Legion’s ranks. 
There were others who did not join because 
they thought that all wag! not right inside 
the Legion, but the obvious reply to that 
was to join the Legion and put matters right. 
(Loud applause.) He would not for a moment 
admit that there was anything wrong. An 
inquiry into the administration of head- 
quarters had just been held, and the report of 
that inquiry had clearly shown that all was 
well in the British Legion Headquarters. 
Some people asked why the inquiry was not 
carried further, and the reason was that it 
was the headquarters administration that was 
attacked, and that it was into that adminis 
tration that he had asked . for an 
inquiry. People who asked questions 
about the accounts of the Légion never 
took the trouble to satisfy themselves by 
reading the accounts annually published, 
that all was well. Fhe accounts were con- 
etantly audited ; throughout the vear a stand- 
ing andit went on, and he did not suppose 
there was any other organisation im this or 
any other country that had such a complete 
audit of its accounts as had the 
Legion. 

He appealed especially to officers to join 
the Legion, because whatever might be said 
about the men not being able to afford: the 
Legion's slight subscription, it could not 
really apply to officers. Some ex-officers, 
of course, were just as much in need of re- 
lief as the men in the ranks. He knew 
2,000 ex-officers who had as yet failed to get 
work, although they had applied to the 


Legion’s Employment Bureau in London, 


but if the officers came in they could do an 
immense amount of good. 

Referring to the women’s section of the 
Legion, Earl Jellicoe said that without it 
the Legion's work could not satisfactorily be 
carried out. A British Legion branch was 
nét really a branch until it was married, 
(Laughter and loud applause.) 


APPEAL TO EMPLOYERS. 

The work of the generous public, he con- 
tinued, need not be confined to the llth 
November, and he appeuled particularly to 
employers to do what they could to take ex- 
Service men into their employ. (Applause.) 
Ii was a pitiful thing, he said, to see the 
éplendid men one saw, both inside and out- 
side the Legion who were unemployed. As 
he was coming from Belfast.he asked un- 
employed members of the guards of honour 
with which he was honoured at some of the 
stations to hold up their hands, and the 
response was something approaching fifty 
per cent. of the men present. If employers 
would think of the work that had been , ro 
for them and for the country by the ex- 
Service’ men, they would give their pre- 
ference to the ex-Service men out of em- 
ployment. (Applause.) 

In conclusion, he thanked them again for 
their great welcome, and said that he hoped 
that the public would not forget the ser- 
vices rendered to their country, and to those 
who came after them, by the men who 
fought in the Great War, and who had 
suffered for their work. (Loud applause.) 

The Chairman thanked the po se men 
for the splendid way in which they turned out 
to welcome Ear! Jellicoe, and called for three 
cheers for their distinguished visitor. 

This cali was heartily responded to, and the 
proceedings concluded with the singing of 
‘God save the King." 

An amplifier was put up in Molesworth 
street so that the speeches in the Mansion 
House could be heard by those outside, 

Lord Jellicoe had lunch with the members 
of the Area Council in the Shelbourne Hotel 
after he left the Mansion House. 

To-day he will visit the Area Council 
premises in Hercourt street and the Roval 
Dublin Society’s premises at Ballsbridge, and 
at 1 p.m, he wil arrive at Trinity College.
